Appeal leaves steer classic competitors guessing

Following an appeal set up by Calgary Stampede 
officials, Carstairs’ Riley Chalack and Didsbury’s 
Royden Anderson are still not sure what’s going to 
happen with their stripped title. 

Chalack and Anderson entered a steer in the 2013 
UFA Stampede Steer Classic and won the grand 
champion title, only to have it stripped because offi¬ 
cials claimed drugs were found in the steer’s blood 
following a blood test. 

The pair appealed the results of the test on Tuesday, 
Sept. 10, and Anderson says they presented a solid 
case against the disqualification, including revela¬ 
tions that the steer wasn’t administered anything at 
the competition, as was previously thought. 

They even got a second opinion on the blood test 
by one of the top analysts in North America: Patricia 
Dowling, professor of veterinary clinical pharmacol¬ 
ogy at the University of Saskatchewan. 

Dowling, who reviewed the results of the blood 
test and also attended the appeal, wrote a three-page 
report on why she thinks the results should not have 
disqualified the steer. 

Her first beef with the results is that a blood sample 
was taken rather than a tissue sample, and as the 
steers are slaughtered for their meat following the 
competition, the amount of drugs is not a problem 
as long as they adhere to Canadian Food Inspection 
Agency (CFLA) standards. 


“The (CFIA) does not determine the suitability for 
human consumption of a bovine based upon blood - 
or urine - samples," wrote Dowling. 

“The administrative tolerances, known as maxi¬ 
mum residue limits, are set for drug residues in 
muscle, liver or kidneys. It is impossible to judge 
from a blood sample that the tissues from the steer 
contained residues deemed violative by the CFLA." 

The blood sample collected was also sent by the 
committee to a forensic equine drug- testing labora¬ 
tory, Maxxam Analytics, in Bumaby, B.C., she noted. 

“The analytical methodology is therefore not vali¬ 
dated for bovine samples and the results simply are 
not valid. This cross-species analysis is completely 
unacceptable.” 

She also continued to tear apart the ruling on the 
amount of drugs found in the samples, because even 
though both Banamine and Flunixin were found in 
the sample, the amounts were miniscule. 

“So all the laboratory is attesting to is that Flunixin 
is present, but no quantification can be given and 
there is no evidence that this concentration would 
be consistent with violative residues in the tissues,” 
she said. 

The amount of ibuprofen - or Flunixin - in the 
steer’s blood would be equivalent to “...cross-con- 
tamination from the hands of a person who had just 
taken ibuprofen tablets and then handled the steer's 
mouth," she added. 

With this presented at the appeal, Riley Chalack 
said he still isn’t sure where things will go from here, 


as a judgement was not handed down immediately 
following the hearing. 

“Well, to be honest, it’s hard to say (how it went), 1 
guess. I felt like before we had gone into it they were 
biased against us,” said Chalack. 

“It felt like they just already had their decision 
made, almost. It felt like they didn’t really acknowl¬ 
edge everything we said to them, in a sense. And then 
on the other side, I think we shocked them and they 
didn’t know quite how to respond to some of the 
stuff that we brought forward." 

The next step is to wait and see what happens, he 
noted, adding that he feeLs like it is a witch hunt, 
rather than an actual concern for the ethics of the 
competition. 

“There’s the fact that there were no drugs in the 
steer at all, and they won’t understand that part . And 
the steer, in our minds, he could have been slaugh¬ 
tered and it would have been safe.” 

He sums up the issues to politics or poor losers, 
and noted there's conflicts of interest involving com¬ 
mittee members - or their kids - showing animals in 
the competition. 

Royden Anderson said it took him weeks to put 
together the situation in his head, as he wasn't there 
for the entire competition or the supposed adminis¬ 
tration of the drugs, but once he had figured it out, 
he realized the steer hadn't received any drugs at all. 

He noted if there had been drugs given, they would 
have spiked in the tests, and the amounts found were 
highly insignificant.

“It really touches my 
heart to see this happen¬ 
ing." 

The Wishmaker Walk 
for Wishes will be either 
a one- or five-kilometre 
walk that helps raise 
money for the founda¬ 
tion, she noted. 

Resident Brooke 
Krebs, who had a wish 
granted in 2008, will be 
the wish ambassador for 
the event. 

“Of course the main 
goal is to raise money 
so we can keep granting 
wishes for all our special 
children, but more than 
that, it’s to raise aware¬ 
ness of the amazing 
work that we’re doing on 
a daily basis,” she said. 

“I think that for the 
short time we’ve been 
organizing this walk, it’s 
really cool to see all the 
people who have come 
on board that may not 
even have known that 
we are out there, and 
I think already without 
even having the walk 
take place, we have 
already done that.” 

The foundation has 
granted over 1,700 wish¬ 


es in Alberta alone, and 
is nationally celebrating 
its 20,000th wish since 
it started up nearly 30 
years ago.

Due to some changes in organi¬ 
zation and a door-to-door aware¬ 
ness campaign by the Didsbury Fire 
Department, this year’s Terry Fox 
Run pulled in more runners and more 
money than last year, say organizers. 

Craig Martin, a firefighter who 
planned the event with the help 
of other firefighters this year, said 
about 40 people ran to raise money 
for the Terry Fox Foundation last 
Sunday, Sept 15. 

There was $2,954 raised, which 
will be combined with money raised 
by the school runs later this month. 

“Last year our run generated just 
over $1,000, but combined with the 
schools in the run last year it was 
$3,300, so not including the schools, 
it’s already double," he said. 

He explained this is the second 
year the fire department has orga¬ 
nized the run, and that it works out 
well because it takes a lot of man¬ 


power to organize the run, and hav¬ 
ing the trucks in front of and behind 
the runners also helps. 

“It’s a little bit of money so they 
fund it, they provide the trucks, and 
do the advertising too. 

“This year I was pretty pleased. I 
thought the route was a lot more fun, 
there were a lot more families out; I 
was pleased to see that. And we got 
a lot of positive feedback and we’ve 
got some experience for next year.” 

Half of the money raised was from 
door-to-door collections, as firefight¬ 
ers took a dollar jar around with 
them, which goes with the ‘dollar 
raised for every Canadian’ theme. 

Those jars garnered about $1,500 
in donations, which were counted 
with the total from the run. 

“That was something completely 
new. We felt with the low numbers 
we really needed to get some expo¬ 
sure, let people know it was out 
here. We did a little thing on the 
radio this year as well. I think that 
worked pretty well.”

Changes made to town’s water bylaw

The water bylaw was changed at 
the last council meeting on Aug. 27, 
so that property owners, whether 
they are renting it out or living in the 
property themselves, will he respon¬ 
sible to the town for the utility bill. 

Town administrators felt the need 
for the changes because they have 
written off tens of thousands of dol¬ 
lars in delinquent utility accounts, 
according to Nita Bartholow, chief 
financial officer for the town. 

The losses have come from 
accounts that the town was unable to 
collect from, whether because cus¬ 
tomers skipped out on payments or 
left town, she said. 

The changes will help with that, 
she said, noting that old overdue 
accounts are not affected by the 
changes, and that the changes will 
only affect customers going forward. 

“We will still shut (utilities) off 
for the landowners, but the property 
owner is now the customer for the 
Town of Didsbury,” said Bartholow. 

Mayor Brian Wittal noted there are 
a few reasons for the changes but 
they are mainly to ensure the town 
will not lose more money on delin¬ 
quent utility accounts. 

“We as a town - as all other towns 
- we provide services to property 
owners and that’s really where we’re 
making that distinction now," said 
Wittal, noting that though the bill will 
be in the owner’s name, the renter 
will be able to pay the town directly 
and also receive a copy of the bill if it 
is arranged with the town office. 

“What we’re saying is our service 
contract is with the property owner. 

“Because what’s happened in the 


past is of course, you decide you 
want to rent your house out, some¬ 
body comes in here and sets up an 
account for sewer and water and 
everything else, and then they build 
up an account, they go delinquent, 
and they go out of town, we have no 
recourse." 

He said if the account holder can be 
chased down, they 
have to be taken to 
small claims court. 

“And we’ve had to 
write off (overdue 
accounts) as many 
towns have over the 
years, so that’s why 
there’s been a move 
more to this, and the 
responsibility lies 
with the property 
owner,” he noted. 

“If you’re renting 
it out, you’re rent¬ 
ing it out and mak¬ 
ing money off it as 
a business, and this 
is part of your busi¬ 
ness is ensuring 
that all the bills and 
everything that goes 
along with it are paid.” 

Because the property owners will 
now be the utility account hold¬ 
ers, town administration can add 
overdue bills onto the owners’ tax 
roll, which will help to eliminate the 
chances that the bills will go unpaid, 
he added. 

“We do not want to be spend¬ 
ing any more tax dollars paying 
off delinquent accounts. There’s no 
reason that the other residents of 
Didsbury should be paying for some 
renter who skipped (paying)...It 
shouldn’t be happening.”

He said the town is not concerned 
as to who pays the bill, as long as the 
bills are getting paid, and that prop¬ 
erty owners can set up a system with 
their renters so the renters can still 
pay the town directly for their bill. 

Roy Alexander, who owns the 
College Greens Apartments at 1802 
16 St., says this decision doesn’t

He noted that as it stands, he can¬ 
not charge more than one month’s 
rent for a deposit, as per the LTA, 
and he has been left high and dry 
more than once before.

mechanism in the landlord tenant 
act to be able to take a deposit from 
a renter who’s paying utilities,” he 
said. 

Oftentimes, unless someone rent¬ 
ing a property has the benefit of not 
having a mortgage, they don’t make 
much money off the rental, and tak¬ 
ing a loss on utilities can really be a 
detriment. 

“We would have to find the money 
somewhere, you know. There’s not 
a lot of margin in the rental busi¬ 
ness, especially in Alberta, because 
the housing prices are so high. And 
we just came through five tough 
years of low rents... 

“I don’t want to become a col¬ 
lection agency for anybody. 1 don't 
mind doing it if they change the 
(LTA) to accommodate it, but in 
Didsbury the rent’s a little bit lower, 
so damage deposits are therefore 
lower.” 

Because he doesn’t have to deal 
with it in Didsbury, he is OK with 
the change, but he said he would 
have a problem if this kind of bylaw 
were to be put through in Calgary. 
He said he thinks it’s the utility’s 
responsibility to collect the money 
owed them. 

“Didsbury’s a great community and 
I love doing business there... This 
is a deterrent if I had a single-fam¬ 
ily dwelling, but the attitude of the 
people and townspeople is enough 
to keep me,” he noted.

As a matter of 
fact, when one of the loans for a few million dollars 
was approved by council, one visitor asked those 
who voted for it to explain their reasoning. Not one 
councillor would respond with an answer. And yet, 


the council was advised by an independent commit- of our input. The town paid for rooms, food, and 
tee not to borrow any more money until they have 
some purchasers. 

Condition of the streets, water and sewer system 
- We can wonder where the grant went - oh - that 
infamous word “infrastructure" keeps coming out of 
the mayor’s mouth. 

Why spend $24,000 on signs we didn’t want or 
even need, $16,000 on a billboard to advertise Shantz 
Crossing that brought no results, another $16,000 
to hire a marketing firm to develop a campaign to 
promote Didsbury (radio commercials were a joke). 

Repainting the old water tower for around $15,000- 
$20,000. Here is a quote in the Didsbury Review 
from Aug. 28 last year: Luana Smith, deputy chief 
administrative officer of the Town of Didsbury, said 
“You can see it now, it just pops. We’ve all been 
saying (here in the office) that it looks amazing." 

So do people’s shocks, struts, springs and other car 
parts pop when they hit all the unrepaired holes on 
our streets. Maybe the money should have been put 
there. 

Now, $25,000 for Didsbury on TV’s Communities 
of Distinction. Broadcasts are made on obscure 
channels in the U.S., a couple of Canadian channels 
down east, and most are in the middle of the night 
or morning or mid-afternoon viewing. Just another 
blatant waste of money. 

Grant of $50,000 to the curling club to repair and 
upgrade the HVAC unit on the roof. Is the club happy 
about $25,000 of their own money? Where did the 
other $25,000 end up from the grant? 

Going to Japan has been going on for six years. 

Promises of new business isn’t materializing. But 
still, the town sent our CAO, his assistant, and her 
assistant on an all-expense-paid trip to Japan. Hope 
they had a great time at taxpayers’ expense. 

And yes, they sold our town logo for a mere pit¬ 
tance. Although they tell us we are going to gain 
thousands of dollars from this in the sale of the 
gloves, I don’t see a dime coming in. And as an inter¬ 
esting side note from Roy Brown, our CAO when 
pushed to explain the trip, his reply was council 
passed it, so the discussion is over and anyway the 
new council of 2013 will have to deal with it. Well Mr. 

Brown, you will get your wish.

Theft of copper

Recreation Area, about $3,500 worth of copper wire 
was stolen out of a compound in the past couple of 
weeks, say police.
